Asbestos Cleanup May Cost 
County School System $50,000 


The Coffee County Board of Educa- 
tion met on Friday morning, Feb. 25, ia 
Elba, and heard Supt. John W. 
Vaughan report that asbestos was found 
in two classrooms in Kinston and the 
lunchroom in New Brockton, and that 
the cost of removing the material would 
be an estimated $50,000. 

The entire County School System 
was inspected recently by experts and 
Vaughan stated, ‘‘I think we came out 
well compared to some other schools in 
the state. The formal report will come 
in May with instructions on how to 
dispose of the asbestos and I don’t think 
it will cost over $50,000. 

It was also reported that asbestos 
was found on some boilers in the county 
schools, but the only action necessary 
will be the placing of a warning sign and 
the requirement that workers wear 
masks. 

The subject of the new elementary 
school planned for Kinston again came 
up, with Supt. Vaughan reporting he 
had assured the people in Kinston that 
the school would be built. The Kinston 
residents became upset with recent 
rumors that the construction might be 
delayed due to the asbestos removal 
project. In an attempt to clarify the 
local boards intentions, Vaughan 
explained that the board had received 
$422,000 in state discretionary funds 
(the funds are already in a band 
drawing interest) that must be used to 
build the new school in Kinston. An

~ The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Feb. 28, 
at the courthouse in Elba and discussed 
placing a 10 cent per acre tax on all 
county land classified as woodlands. 

The idea of adopting the tax came 
following a visit by Alabama Forestry 
Commission officer Wayne Roberts. 
Roberts came before the commission 
seeking $1,500 in funds to repair a 
tractor used in fighting forest fires. He 
’ reported if the tractor wasn’t fixed, his 
department would have only one tractor 
to work fires throughout the county. The 
commission voted 3-0 (with Boutwell, 
Martin and Grant abstaining) to provide 
the funding, which will be matched by 
state funds.

The commission agreed that 
additional funding was needed for the 
Forestry Commission, but delayed 
taking any action until it could be 
discussed again at the next meeting on 
March 14. 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9:00 a.m. at the upstairs courtroom in 
Elba, and the first order of business on 
the agenda was to take care of 
continued business from the previous 
meeting, 

County Engineer Frank Charlton 
reported he had inspected the work site 
at the old Elba Hydro-Electric plant and 
decided all that the newly formed Elba 
Hydro-Electric Company needed was a 
dragline. Charlton estimated the firm 
would need the county's dragline for a 
period of three weeks and 
recommended letting the company rent 
the machine since it had an experienced 
operator. The commission voted to 
allow the company to use the dragline, 
as soon as Covington County completes 
its work with the valuable piece of 
machfhery. 

The commission signed documents to 
resubmit a project request for funds to 
be used for paving rural county roads. 
The funds, if received, would go toward 
paving 34 miles of roads. The total cost 
would be $450,000, and the county 
would be able to provide its matching 
share with actual funds and in-kind 
services.

We are now in the season 
of Lent. For Christians this 
should be a time of deep soul 
searching. There is no better 
way to do this than to take 
another look at FAITH. 
What is Faith? 

If we were dealing with 
something small or static, we 
would easily find a definition 
to suit us. But once we were 
contented with our faith, we 
would become DIS-contented 
because it did not offer any 
new adventure or fresh 
challenge or undiscovered 
promises. 

For the sake of facing up 
to our Christian experience 
and duty, let us examine 
some of the propositions set 
forth concerning the essence 


of Christianity. 
1. CHRISTIANITY IS A 
FAITH. It is a faith that at 


the heart of all reality, there 
is a Divine love for men... a 
deep concern for the welfare 
of man. This faith asserts 
that LOVE suffers, and 
rather than using force, it 
uses the way of SACRIFICE 
to draw us to God and to save 
us from our sin. 

We need to remember 
that JESUS did not have to 
die to satisfy GOD, but 
rather to reveal to man the 
suffering love of God and to 
show how far God is willing 
to go to redeem us from sin. 

There is no other faith 
except the Christian faith 
that makes it possible for 
man to live in this kind of 
world without dispair, or 
cynicism, or unrealistic hope. 
2. CHRISTIANITY IS ALSO 
A CODE. It is something to 
live by. Christianity teachers 
us that LOVE must become 
active and that it must have a 
will to create something 
worthwhile, even through

suffering. When a Christian 
suffers because of his faith or 
for the sake of his faith, he 
believes that his suffering is 
NOT USELESS. Rather he 
knows that out of his suffer- 
ing experience, forces are set 
into motion that give out with 
peace, joy, freedom, and 
hope. 

3. CHRISTIANITY IS ALSO 
A DEED. Again we assert 
that Christianity is both a 
PROCLAMATION and a 
DEMONSTRATION. The 
Church is an earthly fellow- 
ship which incarnates the 
kingdom. Christians are to 
be the LEAVEN working in 
history to leaven the whole 
loaf and bring in the 
KINGDOM. 

Yet, we cannot be a part 
of this leaven unless we have 
&@ personal experience with 
Christ. We receive OUR 
power from Him. He is the 
final authority and the 
ultimate hope for a better 
world and a better life. 

There is no better time 
than this LENTEN Season to 
temember what CHRIST 
means to the world and what 
He means to YOU. 

In the 8th chapter of the 
Gospel fo Mark, Jesus asked 
His disciples who men 
thought He was. The ulti- 
mate question He asked, 
though, was what THEY 
thought . . . what THEY 
believed about Him. 

It is time for each of us to 
reaffirm our faith and 
dedicate ourselves anew to 
Christ. We need to let our 
FAITH become our CODE 
and let this code govern the 
deeds of our lives. 

Only as we ACT our 
Christian faith will it ever 
become valid for use, both in 
our own lives and in the 


Elba United Methodist Church 
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witness we make to those 
about us. 

The Church is in the 
business of ‘helping us find 
and build a faith in Christ. 
Let us determine that 
nothing will hinder us from 
our appointment with our 
Lord THIS SUNDAY. If you 
belong to a Church, you 
should be there. If you do 
not belong to a Church, then 
any of the good churches of 
Elba will welcome you and 
help you find and develop 
your Christian Faith.

skillful manner to the fuels of 
the forest, in g definite place, 
for a specific purpose, under 
certain specified weather 
conditions, to achieve 
specific management 
purposes.”’ 

The use of fire in the 
southern forests has a long 
history dating back to the 
period of the Indians -- and 
even before mankind by 
lightning fires that ran un- 
checked until some barrier or 
rain extinguished the blaze. 
The result was a mosai¢ ‘of 
various forest types and size 
classes. intermixed with 
savannahs and grasslands 
instead of a solid, jungle- 
like forest. Today, fire has 
become an important 
practice in managing the 
various forest resources in 
the southern ‘‘piney woods’’. 
Fire is used under certain 
conditions in man@ging our 
forests for range, wildlife 
habitat, access for various 
uses, visibility, reduction of 
hazardous fuels, and many 
silvicultural aspects of 
’ timber. These are generally 
cool fires backing into the 
wind. .In the South, about 
three million acres are 
burned annually to improve 
many of the resources of the 
forest. The major use is for 
reduction of hazardous fuels 
but the same burn will also 
improve other forest 
resources. 

Fire does have a place in 
managing the southern pine 
forests. In fact, the 
southern pine forests are a 
‘‘fire-climax’’ forest. With-

out fire, these forests would, 
in time, disappear, to be 
replaced with low-quality 


hardwood species as the 
pines die out or are 
harvested. 


As the sawmills clear- 
cut these southern pine 
forests in the early part of 
this century, they moved on, 
leaving vast areas denuded 
and subjected to wildfires so 
that new stands could not 
become established. Even- 
tually, organized fire protec- 
tion was able to turn the 
picture around and the 
**Second Forest’’ of the 
South appeared. Dedicated, 
aggressive fire protection 
and forestry assistance by 
the state forestry agencies 
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success, and forest 
industries again moved into 
the South. This time, 
however, the policy was 
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made this second forest a, 


‘management’, not the 
“‘out-out and get-out’’ policy 
of the teens and twenties. 
Foresters quickly learned, 
however, (as the Indians had 
learned earlier) that total 
fire exclusion was not the 
answer. As the fuels built 
up, more wildfires occurred 
and they became very 
intense, killing everything in 
their path. They were also 
very difficult to control. As 
more was learned about the 
behavior of fire and how it is 
affected by the different 
fuels, weather, and 
topography, foresters 
learned how to use low 
intensity fires to protect the 
forest from damaging wild- 
fires and at the same time 
improve the many resources 
of the forest. 

How is this done with fire 
that can destroy the forest? 
The use of fire to improve the 
forest has to be done under 
certain specific weather 
conditions and specific tech- 
niques that will remove the 
unwanted brush and debris 
and at the same _ time,

A fire 
backing into the wind on a 
cool day is generally used, 
especially where there is a 
large build-up of fuel. 

« The use of fire, how- 
ever, is a complex procedure 
and it takes people who are 
highly skilled and experienc- 
ar to use it successfully. 
There are many variables 
that affect the intensity of a 
firesin the forest and its 
effect. All of these have to 
be understood and the 
principles applied for fire to 
be a useful tool. It should 


only be prescribed and 
applied by knowledgeable 
people under certain 


prescribed conditions. 

The yellow pines of the 
South have a thick bark with 
good insulating qualities that 
protect the living cells of the 
cambium from damage by 


fire. The needles are 
susceptible, however, and 
the trees should be tall 


enough to protect them from 
the heat. Understory brush

SOYBEAN YIELDS 

Coffee County soybean 
producers are intensely 
interested in being able to, 
make higher yields of 
soybeans. Just recently I 
read about some research 
done on soybeans in 1982 at 
Ohio State University. 

Dr. R.L. Cooper reached 
a new high in soybean yields 
in 1982. In two of the 
replicated entries he made 
102 bushels per acre. The 
soybeans were in 7-inch 
rows. Twenty-seven of the 
top 54 entries in the test, 
which was at Wooster, Ohio, 
yielded above 90 bushels per 
acre. All of these were in 
7-inch rows. Only 9 of the 54 
entries were above 70 
bushels per acre in 30-inch 
rows. None of the varieties 
in 30-inch rows yielded above 
80 bushels per acre. Auburn 
is continuing research on 
soybeans. Everyone agrees 
there is a great need for 
improving yields.

Colonel Oates who later 
became Governor of 
Alabama and a U.S. General 
during the Spanish American 
War commanded this 
regiment during part of the 
war. 

Many of the members of 
Company E left families and 
farms in the area and 
returned to them after the 
war. Soon after some moved 
to other areas hoping to find 
better farming and living 


opportunities. 

Many local citizens of 
Southeast Alabama had 
ancestors living in the 


Westville area during the 
time it existed. Mr. Ed 
Akeridge of Ozark lived a 
few miles west of Westville 
and voted in the village in 
1904. Mr. Walter Andrews 
also of Ozark lived with his 
father just east of the Clay- 
hill Cemetery where his 
father operated a saw mill. 


Westville was never 
incorporated but many 
people lived there. The 


community had a post office 
as early as 1858 and as late at 
1897. There were two 
doctors kennons, a tanner, 
shoemaker, gristmillers, and 
others. A Westville male 
and female academy was 
incorportated by the state 
February 4, 1967. Two 
churches and two 
cemeteries, Darien for white 
and Clayhill for blacks were 
in the village. 

Some foundations found 
in the area indicate some 
hugh structures existed 
there, also. 

Some people living in the 
area were  Crittendens, 
Mizells, Edwards, Whites, 
Ardis and Andrews.
